Minnesota, North Dakota. New Jer­ 
sey, Nebraska and Louisiana) have 
adopted the model bill verbatim.

(Connecticut,

diana, Iowa, M aryland, M assachusetts, 
Michigan, New York, Oregon. Penn­ 
sylvania, South Dakota, 
U tah 
and 
W isconsin) Hie model bill has been 
amended by the addition of the word, 
“ knowingly,” 
cr 
“willingly,” 
which 
m aterially weakens the measure. The 
bill has been passed by the legisla­ 
ture but vetoed by the governor in 
Maine and Colorado, defeated by the 
legislature in Virginia, Missouri, Cali­ 
fornia, Kansas and Illinois and un­ 
favorably reported by the committee 
In South Carolina.
